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THE ILLUSTRATED LONGFELLOW. 



THE publishing of illustrated works on a grand scale has been 
a notable feature of American book-making of recent years. 
The pioneer work of the kind was " Picturesque America; " this 



was followed by " Picturesque Europe; " and, before the latter was 
completed, Messrs. Houghton, Osgood and Co., of Boston, began 
the issue, in parts, of a magnificent edition of the " Poetical Works

of Longfellow," illustrated with a fulness, a beauty, and an artistic 
perfection, that have befallen the writings of no other poet. The 
first volume — one-half of the work — is now completed, and forms 
a superb quarto tome, printed on luxurious paper, and embellished 



with over three hundred engravings on wood, and a portrait of the 
poet engraved on steel by William E. Marshall. In the list of 
artists whose pencils have enriched the work, we find the names 
of some noted painters, and nearly the entire body of pictorial 
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artists — Darley, Fredericks, Reinhart, Abbey, Perkins, Sheppard, 
Gibson, Schell, and others — whose drawings are well known to 
the public in the leading illustrated works of the day. Among 
the painters we note the names of George H. Boughton, R. Swain 



Gifford, Eastman Johnson, Thomas Moran, Samuel Colman, J. D. 
Smillie, J. Appleton Brown, Walter Shirlaw, F. Dielman, and T.
